A nollier S u s s Blockade. 
W e l l s , Nev., Jan. 31.—The west 
bound overland train, due in Han 
Francisco Tuesday evening, tackled a 
snow blockade to-day with engiues 
and snow plow and stuck in the first 
cut west of Toano.

H o u s e —Under the call of States for 
bills, over two hundred new ones were 
introduced. 
Also several resolutions under the 
suspension of rules ordering new In­ 
vestigations, among which one by 
Luttrell investigating the several Pa­ 
cific Railroads; one by Buckner inves­ 
tigating the affairs of the District of 
Columbia. 
In committee of the whole the House 
passed the West PoiiW appropriation 
bill. 
Among the bills introduced was a 
new tarifl’bill by Morrison. The prin­ 
cipal of the bill is in the first place to 
abolish all combined duties, simplify­ 
ing tariffs by fixing specific rate duty 
and making that specific rate a fixed 
rate twenty-five or thirty per cent nd 
valorem. Secoudly, to reduce in gen­ 
eral the duties on those articles of im­ 
portation which are now prohibited 
by large duties. The new hill lowers 
the duty on wool more than one half, 
aud reducing correspondingly on wool­ 
en fabrics. It places on the free list 
every article with the exception of 
raw wool, including dyes etc., which 
is used in manufacturing. It imposes 
a duty of three cents a pound on cof­ 
fee, fifteen cents on tea and five dol­ 
lars a ton on pig iron. The free list 
is a large one.

Give us some good, whole­ 
some legislation to prevent peculation 
in office—to break up government job­ 
bing—to weaken the power of oppres­ 
sive monopolies—to lighten the bur­ 
den of taxation and increase the re­ 
ward of honest labor. The people are 
icgling as for life, and with one 
v. n e they cry out: “Stop your war on 


In k and paper. 
Let the jay birds, 
larks and ducks take care of them ­ 
selves, and turn your attention to the 
rascals, jobbers and swindlers, and 
help us out of our difficulties.” This 
Is what the people want, and it is 
what they have a right to expect from 
the present Legislature. 
We have as 
good talent in the Legislature of Cali­ 
fornia as there is the United States— 
men of eminent ability as statesmen— 
and if the men of small calibre will 
only have sense enough to listen to 
them and be guided by them our peo­ 
ple will be greatly benefited by the 
acts of this Legislature.
